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The rejection over Takenaka (US 2004/0017536) is withdrawn in view of 
the verified English translation of the claimed foreign priority document. 

Claims 14 and 15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 06/15/05. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-12, 20-23 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Matsunaga (US 2002/0173178) cited by Applicant. 

Note Figs. 3, 4 and 8 which identically disclose the claimed image display 
device which includes an image display panel 2, a first wiring printed circuit board 
10' which is arranged close to the image display panel, and a second wiring 
printed circuit board 8 (including a semiconductor device 24) which is arranged 
between the image display panel and the first wiring printed circuit board, 
wherein the second wiring printed circuit board includes wiring (terminals) for 
allowing an inputting of signals thereto from the first wiring printed circuit board 
side and outputting of signals therefrom to the image display panel side, the first 
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wiring printed circuit board includes a portion 28 (notched portion, recessed 
portion) which has a width smaller than the width of the first wiring printed circuit 
board, disposed at a side thereof opposite to the side facing the image display 
panel, the video signal driving circuit 8 and the scanning signal driving circuit 9 
(paragraphs 0030, 0035, 0036 and 0041-0045). 

Claims 13, 16-19, 24 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 13, 24 and 29 are allowed over the prior art because none of the 
prior art discloses or suggests an image display device having the structure 
recited in claim 1 , 2 or 4 in combination with the feature "wherein a dummy 
printed circuit board which connects the first wiring printed circuit board and the 
image display panel is provided at an end portion of the first wiring printed circuit 
board". 

Claims 16-19 are allowed over the prior art because none of the prior art 
discloses or suggests an image display device having the structure recited in 
claim 2 or 4 in combination with the feature "wherein a connector or a flat cable 
which connects the first wiring printed circuit board and another printed circuit 
board is arranged in the notched or recessed portion" or "wherein a connector or 
a flat cable which connects the first wiring printed circuit board which supplies 
scanning signals and the first wiring printed circuit board which supplies the video 
signals is arranged in the notched or recessed portion".
